His father was Johu Phil­ 
lips. the first mayor of Boston. 
Wendell 
graduated at Harvard college in 1831, at (be 
law school in ISS, and wa* admitted to the 
bar in 1834. 
Three years after beginning the 
practice of hi* profession in his native city 
he became

an eloquent 
advocate

slavery, tem}**ranee, 
and

altandon his old boniest* ad on Essex street, 
about two yeans ago. The general upheaval in 
his affairs at that time seemed to unsettle the 
peaceful routine of his old age, ami he has 
never liccn quite contented since.

li; s has had one or two intimations of heart 
trouble, so that the final attack was hardly 
a surprise to himself or his family. 
He was 
stricken with a severe paroxysm onlSunday, 
January 27, and from that time on he suf­ 
fered intermittently, but intensely. 
He was 
conscious through it all, but he realized a few 
days ago that it was an unequal struggle, 
and told his physicians that he should die. 
When it liecame evident that his life could 
not be spared, the physicians devoted their 
energies simply to rendering more peaceful 
his last hours. 
During the more severe a t­ 
tack* of pain he was kept ¡virtially under the 
influence ofan.vsrthetics, but his suffering was 
still great. 
The afternoon of hi* death it was 
thought his life might be prolonged, perhaps, 
for a day oi tw o,. but no one believed he 
would ever rise from bis bed. 
Soon after 4 
o’clock, feeling 
somewhat * asier, he a t­ 
tempted to raise himself in bed. 
The ef­ 
fort brought on *a severe paroxysm, which 
utterly prostrated him, an*I it wa* evident 
that the end was near. 
He himself knew it, 
ami said so. 
The pain was partially relieved 
and the violence of the attac k wa* overcome, 
but he had not strength to rally.

he sank lower,peeping c« msciousness to the 
last. 
His invalid wife and other members

BIOGRAPHICAL, 
Wendell Phillips was born in Boston, No­ 
vember 29, 1811. 
His father was Johu Phil­ 
lips, the first mayor of Boston. 
Wendell 
graduated at Harvard college in 1831, at rbe 
law school in ISO, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1634. 
Three years after beginning the 
practice of his profession in his native city 
he became 
known 
to 
the 
public as 
an eloquent 
advocate 
of 
the 
auti- 
siavery, tem pranee, 
and 
woman’s right 
reforme, then being earnestly agitated, and 
continued bis indefatigable labors during the 
conflict of opinion on the slavery question 
which preceded the civil war. 
In 1836 he 
became a Garrison abolitionist, having been 
a w arm admirer of Garrison and an enthusi­ 
ast on the anti-slavery question for m&ny 
years. 
So strong were his conviction.* on 
the slavery question that in 1839 he re­ 
linquished law practice from unwillingness 
to oliserve the <»ath of fealty to the federal 
constitution. 
From that time till 18G1 Mr. Phillips was a 
prominent leader and the moat popular orator 
of the Abolitionists. 
He advocated disunion 
as the only road to abolition until the opening 
of the civil war, after which he sustained The 
government for a similar reason.

The album at the Bartholdi art loan exhi­ 
bition is well worth seeing, and the ultimate 
owner n ill Lk* envied, but in a call on 
Madame (re* ester the other day I found on 
her table one far more remarkable, whose 
contents I have confiscated for the benefit of 
your readers. 
It is owned by Mrs. Margaret 
C. ivory, of boston, who, I was told by 
Madame G etter, “wouldn’t take ?IO,OOO for 
it.” I don't blame her. 
This is not, strictly speaking, an autograph 
album. There are autographs, indeed, and 
bright sentiments written by their distin­ 
guished authors; but the bulk of the volume 
of u-HJ images consists of original pictures, 
{►en-and-ink, pencil, sepia, and wator-colors, 
by many of the most famous artists of Eu­ 
ro}. and America. There are nearly IOO of 
these sketches, and their uniformity of ex­ 
cellence is extraordinary. 
It may he said 
that there is not an inartistic picture in the 
album, unless we except Mark Twain's, 
w hich is just w hat it pretends to be—an 
effort of untutored ambition. 
Bret Harte holds the place of honor. 
He 
has inscribed on the first page, in a level, del­ 
icate, feminine hand, the last verse of his 
well known poem to Dickens. 
Next. William Cullen Bryant has written 
his best verse, ‘’Truth crushed to earth shall 
I im1 again,” in the perpendicular, compact, 
im Iv.-d hand that characterized him. Then 
came Beecher, Parke Godwin, Gay, Gifford, 
Fred Church, Palmer the sculptor. Eastman 
Johnson, La tint Thompson, and Whittredge. 
Augustus Hoppin now sets the artists an 
example which thej* henceforth bravely fol­ 
low, aud occupies a j>age with the bust of a 
sweet sohool-girl in violet ink. 
Whitelaw Reid contributes the truism, 
‘•Ame rican politics w ill be found safer when 
national parties no longer divide r* mg lines 
of lace or latitude." 
Charles Sumner says: “Equality of rights 
is the first of rights.” And one might guess 
a dozen times at the name without once 
guessing right. 
Huntington, the artist, writes: “Drawing, 
character and expression are gr eat and essen­ 
tial in painting, but color is its peculiar 
charm.” He ought to have illustrated his 
maxim. 
Theodore Tilton conte ta himself by quot­ 
ing from St, Paul: “Whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things are honest," etc.— 
half of his words connected together in a 
dashing newspaper manuscript. 
J. G. Holland writes a good proverb of his 
that I think The Centurj* has taken for its 
guide: 
Who never walks save where lie sees men’s 
tracks 
Makes no discoveries I 
William Lloyd Garrison offers this original 
verse: 
Thy cause, O Liberty, can never fail, 
Whether by foes o'erwhelmed or friends be­ 
trayed; 
Then lie its champions of naught afraid— 
As (nxi is true they shall at last prevail I 
Let base oppressor* tremble and turn pale! 
They, they alone, may justly lie dismayed, 
For Truth and Right are at thy side arrayed, 
And »he whole world shall yet thy triumph 
hail! 
Then William 
Bradford paints a wild 
Arctic stxme iu India ink: ‘The steamer Pan­ 
theon among the field-ioe, in Melville bay, 
I**#.” I believe the artist was with the ex­ 
pedition. and he remembers icebergs and 
bears very vividly. 
the next page I. I. Hayes, the Arctic 
rer, has written:

George L. Brown contributes a pencil 
sketch of the bay of Naples, with Vesuvius 
t urning in the distance. 
Coffin, of Boston, set his names to a com­ 
panion piece occupying both pages—two 
water colors, very daintily wrought, entitled 
“L Art Divine,” and “L'Art Sublime’’—illus­ 
trations of music and paintijg. 
B. Cliampney embellishes the volume with

An amusing feature of Paris to a foreigner 
is the horse cars. 
Tin* appearance of the car, 
driver, and conductor would almost assure 
one th at they had been im ported from Amer­ 
ica ; but certain rules to be observed in run­ 
ning the cars very quickly remind him th at 
he is in France. 
The ears are allowed to 
c a n y <inly a certain num ber of passengers— 
ten standing on tho front 
platform , ten 
on the rear platform , and as m any in the car 
as are allowed to have seals. 
Those inside 
{lay 50 centimes (IO rents), and those outside 
25 centimes. 
W hen a oar has its complement 
the gates are shut, a sign is hung out reading 
“coniplit,” and no one can enter. 
During the 
busy tim e of the day, between5 and 6 o’clock, 
when crowds are waiting for a car, it is nec­ 
essary to apply at the office for a numbered 
ticket. 
For instance, sa3* you applied and received 
No. 21. 
You wait for a car, and the driver, 
when read 3*, commences to call uue, deux, 
trois, and so on until lie reaches 3’our m an­ 
lier, when 3*011 must bf; ready to enter; if not 
you m ust procure another ticket and w alt 


3*our turn again. 
The system has its advan­ 
tages as well as disadvantages,and the French 
think it a great thing; but the amusing part 
of it to foreigners is the calling of the num­ 
bers, and unless one is prett3* well up in 
French he is veiy apt to get left, and has to 
go and get another ticket. 
Instead of ringing a bell like our conductor 
they use a kind of bom, whicu is attached to 
the dash-board and blown by a rubber ball 
which the driver presses. 
The sound, which 
is not unlike th at of a cow-horn, can be heard 
distinctly for a block. 
It is not objectionable 
unless the instrument happens to be out b f 
order, aud then it is very unmusical. 
The 
cars are a great couvemence, anil are ver3* 
liberal^* patronized. 
< hie sees in them the 
economy of the French j»eople as a class, very 
finely* dressed ladies standing on the plat­ 
form to save 5 cents.

Recognizing th a t these and m any other 
vendettas had their origin in or were greatly 
aggravated by the loose methods of herding, 
a m ovem ent soon aet in to fence the pastures, 
and in a little while all the large landow ners 
had their tracts fenced. 
Then came the rail­ 
roads, and those who beld andor their grants 
fenced still larger tracts. 
L ast of all came 
the great capitalists, foreign corporations, 
and even noblemen, and inclosed pastures 
large as the state of Rhode Island. 
One m an 
owns a fenced tract th irty miles square, IOO 
square leagues, or 576,000 acres. 
Tracts five 
or ten miles square under one fence can 
be 
found 
alm ost 
anyw here, 
even 
near 
good-sized 
cities. 
One 
corpora­ 
tion 
has 286 
miles 
of 
inclosing fence. 
I am told th at a foreign corporation has in 
the Panhandle region one fence eighty-five 
railes long in a nearly straight line, but I 
have not been able to verify this. 
Of course 
such a frightful land monopoly* as this is 
against public policy*, but the fence-cutters 
concern themselves lait little about that. 
They have present and very serious evils to 
complain of. 
H aving traveled through their 
territory* and seen with my own eyes how 
easily a small holder m ay be injured accord­ 
ing to law, I think it fair to give some speci­ 
men cases showing th at the “nesters” as they 
call the feace-cutters, have real grievances. 
Here is an old settler on a half section, who 
has driven to the nearest pond or stream in a 
dry time, for many* y’ears. 
Now comes a 
capitalist o r corporation, buys and fences up 
all the land between him ami the water. His 
ranch is simply worthless. 
He must sell it 
for w hatever the capitalist is willing to give. 
Again and again have the small holders 
insisted 
that they* only* wanted a way 
to 
w ater; 
if 
tho 
state 
would pro­ 
vide for 
roads 
all 
would 
be 
well. 
But there is no law to estaldish roads across 
th«*so plains. 
In many' instances the land­ 
lord would uot leave a single opening in a 
line th irty miles long. 
In the Panhandle 
they* have even bought the public land in 
strips a mile wide, such strips extending 
around and enclosing a vast central square of 
public land; they fence the outside and use it 
a ll 
Elsew hereihey have l*>ught up living 
spring* 
and 
running 
water, which ar* 
proved to have Iwen of free, public use for 
Indian, Mexican, freighter, and rancher for 
340 years—since the exfiedition of Coronado 
iii 1541. 
W here the capitalist has a small 
tract— say* Ave miles square—his practice Is to 
graze his cattle outside on the {niblic lands 
and save his own pasture for winter. 
Of 
course he lias es good a right to the public 
land in law as the small herder, but, in fact, 
it drives the latter away. 
These are but a 
few of the evils of large land-ownership in 
Texas. 
Well, the small holders and herders to re it 
so patiently at first that it seemed they would 
submit to anything. 
They complained, but 
the legislature paid no attention. 
The capi­ 
talists simply said: 
“W e don't w ant our 
land cut up into little tracts by public roads; 
it would double the expense." 
And it was 
not done. 
Then the fence-cutting began. 
Some of “nesters” announced their plan to 
raise h—I ou principle, till the legislature 
paid some attention to them. 
It never would 
listen as long as they were peaceful- 
But all 
experience shows that unlawful methods of 
seeking justice are like the issue of legal- 
tender {wiper, the beginning of strife, or the 
letting out ef water. 
Anybody can begin it; 
very few indeed can stop it at the right tim a 
The small herders ‘raised h —I on principle," 
but the product soon got beyond their princi­ 
ples. 
AU the lawless elements in which such 
a region abounds turned themselves loose; 
every man who had a private grudge found 
this a good way to gratify it, and it soon ap­ 
peared there was iota of personal vengeance 
left over from the war. the vendettas, the 
Mexican troubles, and reconstruction. 
A t 
first they cut the wires on the big tracts, only- 
enough to open a way to w ater; then they 
cut on all tlx* big ranches; next they chipped 
up the wire and burned the posts, and in a lit­ 
tle while squads were w it catting all fences, 
even on half-section ranches, and swearing 
th at none of the pastures should be fenced — 
they should lie public property forever. Fence* 
were cut within a few miles of San Antonio, 
wnile I was there. 
Towns are terrorized in 
broad day*, and to illustrate how far this 
thing h**< gone, I mention Brownwood, Brow n 
county, which was invaded by an armed force 
of over 300 mounted “nesters.” The sheriff 
and citizens succeeded in bringing them to 
a peaceful parley. 
Conjecture is wearied in the attem pt to es­ 
tim ate the damage done. 
It is certainly very 
great. 
In thirty counties it is estim ated that 
at least 3,000 miles of fencing has been de- 
stroyed. 
Men from Coleman county tell me 
that county suffered most. 
Brown ha* a!**** 
suffered much. 
In a region something like a 
hundred miles square, on the upper middle 
Colorado, all im provement is checked; both 
parties appear to be waiting on th** action « f 
the legislature, and as the have-nots outvote 
the haves a t least three to one, I am curio':- 
to see bow the politicians will treat it. 
Per­ 
haps we are on the eve of a new agitation ..? 
the land tenure. 
It is certainly a serious 
m atter for Texas. 
The action of her legisla 
turn m ay give us im portant light on a new 
aud erutiaiTassing problem in civic economy.

♦ De lv er, Col., dfcr, u \ —The first instance 
of female lynching in Colorado has occurred. 
News of terrible retribution for the recent 
m urder of little Rose M atthews, IO years old, 
near Ouray, the 13th in s t, has just reached 
the city by special telegram. 
The little girl 
lived as a protege of Mike Cuddibee and his 
wife. 
John Carroll was a brother-in-law of 
Mrs. Cuddibee. 
The girl was employed in 
work much too heavy for her tender years, 
and was cruelly treated. 
A week ago the 
child was found by a hunter crouched in 
an insensible condition bolide a hay-stack 
near Cuddihee’s house. 
W hen notified of the 
fact Cuddibee took the child home. 
She died 
a few hours later. 
N ext day rile was buried 
by him, and the neighbor* knew nothing 
atxnit the affair. 
W hen the facts came to 
light the coroner exhumed the body. 
A 
post mortem a t Ouray th a t night showed 
th at the child 
had 
been 
terribly m al­ 
treated and finally killed. 
The body showed 
scars, the limbs had been cut with a knife, 
and fresh bruises indicated murder. Cuddibee, 
his wife, and brother-in-law were arrested 
Thursday and taken to Ouray. 
Between 12 and I o'clock a t night lyncher* 
went to the Delmonico hotel, where Mike 
Cuddihee and wife and John Carroll were 
tem porarily held in custody, overpowered 
Sheriff Rowles and his posse, and took the 
prisoners away*. Cuddihee and wife pleaded 
for mercy, but as their ears had ever been 
deaf to the pleadings of m ercy from little 
Rose as the merciless lash and other weapons 
of torture had been applied to her, so the 
vigilantes closed their ears to the cries of the 
prisoners. 
They were taken outside of the 
town limits, where the woman was hanged to 
the ridge-pole of a house, while her husband 
was stn inj? to the lim b of a tree on the oppo­ 
site side of the road. 
The work was quietly 
and neatly done. 
A part of the vigilantes 
took Carm i I in a buggy and followed a dif­ 
ferent direction and threatened him with 
lynching, 
but 
it 
was 
found 
th at 
he 
was 
not 
at 
Cuddihee's a t 
the 
time 
of the 
merciless treatm ent of the 
lit­ 
tle girl. 
W hen Cuddibee and wife were 
taken from the hotel two brothers and a 
brother-in-law were present heavily* armed, 
but dared not defend them. 
The RL Rev. 
Bishop Machebeauf, of the Catholic church 
iii this city*, received a telegram from friends 
in O uray denouncing the lynching, and de­ 
claring th at the Cuddihee fam ily were re­ 
spectable people and hitherto above suspicion 
of such a deed as is charged airn inst. them. 


B lo o d y l i g h t In X e*r Y o rk . 
New Y ork, Jan. 2 .—During a bloody 
light in the yard of No. 31 Crosby street, 
w hich is known as “Bandits roost,” between 
a number of Italians, in which knives aud 
pistols were freely used, Antonio Ferro, aged 
is, was shot in the abdomen and m ortally 
wounded. 
John Phillips, aged 19, was shot 
iii the left side and thigh, and Joseph RI CCO, 
aged 37, was stabbed five times in different 
I tarts of his body.

a cessed, was locked up. The others were sent 
to the hospital.

The album at the Bartholdi art loan exhi­ 
bition is well worth toeing, and the ultimate 
owner will b? envied, but in a call on 
Mídame Gerster the ot her day I found on 
her table one far more remarkable, whose 
contents I have confiscated for the benefit of 
your readers. 
It is owned by Mrs. Margaret 
C. A very, of Boston, who, I was told by 
Madams Gerster, “wouldu’t take #10,000 for 
it.” I don't blame her. 
This is not, strictly speaking, an autograph 
album. There are A utographs, indeed, and 
bright sentiments written by their distin­ 
guished authors; but the bulk of the volume 
of ti1 HJ pages consists of original pictures, 
¡«en-atid-ink, pencil, sepia, and water-colors, 
by many of the most famous artists of Eu- 
rop and America. There are nearly 100 of 
these sketches, and their uniformity of ex­ 
cellence is extraordinary. 
It may he said 
that there is not an inartistic picture in the 
album, unless we except Mark Twaiu’s, 
w hich is just what it pretends to be—an 
effort of untutored ambition. 
Bret liarte holds the place of honor. 
He 
lias inscribed on the first ¡«age, in a level, del­ 
icate, feminine hand, the last verse of his 
well known ¡«oem to Dickens. 
Next. William Cullen Bryant has written 
his Itest verse, "Truth crushed to earth shall 
i iso again,” in the perpendicular, compact, 
involved hand that characterized him. Then 
came Beecher, Parke Godwin, (ray, Gifford, 
Frol Church, Palmer the sculptor, Eastman 
Johnson, Launt Thompson, and Whittredge. 
Augustus Hoppin now sets the artists an 
example which they henceforth bravely fol­ 
low, and occ upies a page with the bust of a 
sweet sebool-girl in violet ink. 
W hítelaw Reid contributes the truism, 
‘•American politics will be found safer when 
naiional parties no longer divide r ’ >ng lines 
of race or latitude." 
Charles Sumner says: "Equality of rights 
the first of rights.” And one might guess 
ad'«"U times at the name without once 
guessing right. 
Huntington, the artist, writes: ‘ Drawing, 
character and expression are great and essen­ 
tial in painting, but color is its peculiar 
charm.” lie ought to have illustrated his 
maxim. 
Theodore Tilton contc ts himself by quot­ 
ing from St. Paul: "Whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things are honest,” etc.— 
half of his w ords connected together in a 
dashing newspaper manuscript. 
J. (t. Holland writes a good proverb of his 
that 1 think The Century has taken for its 
guide: 
Who never walks save where lie sees men's 
tracks 
Makes no discoveries! 
William Lloyd Garrison offers this original 
versé: 
Thy cause, O Liberty, can never fail; 
Whether by foes o'erwhelmed or friends be­ 
trayed; 
Then l*e its champions of naught afraid— 
\s God is true they shall at last prevail! 
Let base oppressors tremble and turn pale! 
They, they alone, may justly lie dismayed. 
For Truth and Right are at thy side arrayed, 
And «he whole vrbrid shall yet thy friumph 
hail!

Coffin, of Boston, s»T his names to a com­ 
panion piece occupying both pages—two 
w ater colors, very daintily wrought, entitled 
“L'A rt Divine,” and “L'Art Sublime”—illus­ 
trations of music and ¡«aintiig. 
B. Champney embellishes the volume with 
a delicate r¿ ver-sketch in ink—cows standing 
m the stream 
under 
the drooping elm 
branches. 
E. H. Chapin. Edward Everett Hale and 
Wendell l ’hUli|)s write their names each be­ 
neath a sentiment. 
James T. Fields says: "It is always pleas­ 
ant to be in good company, and so I sign my 
name in this beautiful book.”

An amusing feature of Pari* to a foreigner 
is the horse cars. The appearance of the car, 
driver, anti conductor would almost assure 
one that they had been iuq«orted from Amer­ 
ica; but certain rules to be observed in run­ 
ning the cars very quickly remind him that 
he is in France. The cars are allowed to 
carry only a certain number of passengers— 
ten standing on the front platform, ten 
on the rear platform, and as many in the car 
as are allowed to have seats. 
Those inside 
¡«ay 50 centimes (10 cents), and tli«Tse outside 
25 centimes. 
When a car has its complement 
the gates are shut, a sign is hung out reading 
“complit,” and no one can enter. 
During the 
busy timo of the day, between5 and 6 oYlock, 
w hen crowds are waiting for a car, it is nec­ 
essary to apply at the office for a numbered 
ticket. 
For instance, say you applied aud received 
No. 21. You wait for a car, and the driver, 
wben ready, commences to call une, deux, 
trois, and so on until he reaches your num­ 
ber, when you must be ready to enter; if not 
you must procure another ticket and wait 
your turn again. The system has its advan­ 
tages as weli as disadvantages.and the French 
think it a great thing: but the amusing part 
of it to foreigners is the calling of the num­ 
bers, and unless one is pretty well up in 
French he is very apt to get left, and has to 
go and get another ticket. 
Instead of ringing a bell like our conductor 
they use a kiud of horn, whicu is attached to 
the dash-board and blown by a rubber ball 
which the driver presses. 
The sound, which 
is not unlike that of a cow-horn, can be heard 
distinctly for a block. 
It Is not objectionable 
unless the instrument happens to be out ©f 
order, aud then it is very unmusical. The 
ears are a great convenience, and are very 
liberally patronized. One sees in them the 
economy of the French ¡«eople as a class, very 
finely dressed ladies standing on the plat­ 
form to save 5 cents. 
Economy is observable 
everywhere in France, and there is much 
truth in the aphorism that “the ¡«eople could

Recognizing that these and many other 
vendettas had their origin in or were greatly 
aggravated by the loose methods of herding, 
a movement soon set in to fence the pastures, 
and in a little while all the large land-owner» 
had their tracts fenced. 
Then came the rail­ 
roads, and those who held a nder their grants 
fenced still larger tracts. 
Last of all came 
the great capitalists, foreign corporations, 
and even noblemen, and inclosed pasturas as 
large as the state of Rhode Island. 
One man 
owns & fenced tract thirty miles square, 100 
square» leagues, or 576,000 acres. 
Tracts fire 
or ten miles square under one fence can 
be 
found 
almost 
anywhere, 
even 
near 
good-sized 
cities. 
On© 
corpora­ 
tion has 28G miles 
of 
inclosing fence. 
I am told that a foreign corporation has in 
the Panhandle region on© fence eighty-five 
miles long in a nearly straight line, but I 
have not been able to verify this. 
Of course 
such a frightful land monopoly as this is 
agaitist public policy, but the fence-cutters 
oouoern themselves l«ut little about that. 
Tbej* have present and very serious evils to 
complain of. 
Having traveled through their 
territory and seen with my own eyes how 
easily a small holder may be injured accord­ 
ing to law, I think it fair to give some speci­ 
men «'ases showing that the "nestens" as they 
call the feaee-cutters, have real grievances. 
Here is an old settler on a half section, who 
has driven to the nearest pond or stream in a 
dry time, for many years. 
Now comes a 
capitalist or corporation, buys and fences up 
all the load between him nnd the water. His 
ranch is simply worthless. 
He must sell it 
for what» ver the capitalist is willing to give. 
Again and again have the small holders 
iusisled that they only wanted a way 
to 
water; 
if 
the 
state 
would pro­ 
vide for 
roads 
all 
would 
be 
welL 
But there is no law to establish roads across 
th«*so plains. 
In many instances th© land- 
lord would uot leave a single opening in a 
line thirty miles long. 
In the Panhandle 
they have even bought the public land in 
strips a mile wide, snob strips extending 
around and enclosing a vast central square of 
public land; they fence the outside and use it 
a ll 
Elsewhere .they have lx«ught up living 
spring* 
and 
running 
water, which are 
preved to have been of free, public use for 
Indian, Mexican, freighter, and rancher for 
340 years—since the ex¡»edition of Coronado 
in 1541. 
W here the capitalist has a small 
tract— say five miles square—his practice Is to 
graze his cattle outside on the public lands 
and save his own pasture for winter. 
Of 
course he lias as good a right to the public 
land in law os the small herder, but, in fact, 
it drives the laiter away. 
These are but a 
few of the evils of large land-ownership in 
Texas. 
Well, the small holders and herders l«ore it 
so ¡«atiently at first that it seemed they would 
submit to anything. 
They complained, bat 
the legislature paid no attention. 
The capi­ 
talists simply said: “We don't want our 
land cut up into little tracts by public roads; 
it would double the expense." And it was 
not done. 
Then the fence-cutting began. 
Gome of “nesters” announced their plan to 
raise h—1 on principle, till the legislature 
paid some attention to them. 
It never would 
listen as long as they were ¡«eacefuL 
But all 
experience shows that unlawful methods of 
seeking justice are like the issue of legal- 
tender ¡«aper, the beginning of strife, or the 
letting out ©f water. 
Anybody can b**gin it; 
very few indeed can stop it at the right time. 
The small herders "raised h—1 on principle,” 
but the product soon got beyond their princi­ 
ples. 
All the lawless elements in which such 
a region abounds turne I themselves loose; 
every man who had a private grndge found 
this a good way to gratify it, and it soon ap­ 
peared there was iots of personal vengeance 
left over from the war, the vendettas, the 
Mexican troubles, and reconstruction. 
At 
first they cut the wires on the big tracts, only 
enough to open a way to water; then they 
cut on all the big ranches; next they chipped 
up the wire and burned the posts, and in a lit­ 
tle while squads were out catting all fences, 
even on half-section ranches, and swearing 
that none of the pastures should be fenced — 
they should l«e public property forever. Fences 
were cut within a few miles of San Antonio, 
wnile I was there. Towns are terroriz»-! in 
broad day, and to illustrate how far this 
thing has gone, I mention Brown wood, Brown 
county, which was invaded by an armed f• are 
of over 300 mounted “nesters.” The sheriff 
and citizens succeed© 1 in bringing them to 
a peaceful parley. 
Conjecture Is wearied in the attempt to es­ 
timate the damage done. 
It is certainly very 
great. 
In thirty counties it is estimated that 
at least 3,000 miles of fencing has been de­ 
stroyed. 
Men from Coleman county tell me 
that county suffered most. 
Brown ha« a’s*> 
suffered much. 
In a region something like a 
hundred miles square, on the npper midd> 
Colorado, all improvement is checked; both 
parties appear to be waiting on tb* action * f 
the legislature, and as the have-nots outv<»t* 
the haves at least three to one, I am curious 
to see bow the politicians will treat it. 
Per­ 
haps we are on the eve of a new agitation 
the land tenure. 
It is certainly a serious 
m atter for Texas. The action of her legisla 
ture may give us important light on n new 
and eml«ai*rassing problem in civic economy.

—The first instance 
of female lynching in Colorado has occurred. 
News of terrible retribution for the recent 
murder of little Rose Matthews, 10 years old, 
near Ouray, the 13th inst., has just reached 
the city by special telegram. 
The little girl 
lived as a protege of Mike Cuddibee and his 
wife. John Carroll was a brother-in-law of 
Mrs. Cuddibee. The girl was employed in 
work much too heavy for her tender years, 
and was cruelly treated. A week ago the 
child was found by a hunter crouched in 
an insensible condition beáide a hay-stack 
near Cuddihee’s house. 
When notified of th« 
fact Cuddibee took the child home. 
She died 
a few hours later. Next day she was buried 
by him, and the neighbors knew nothing 
about the affair. 
When the facts came to 
light the coroner exhumed the body. A 
post mortem at Ouray that night showed 
that the child had 
been 
terribly mal­ 
treated and finally killed. 
The body showed 
scan», the limbs had been cut with a knife, 
and fresh bruises indicated murder. Cuddibee, 
his wife, and brother-in-law were arrested 
Thursday and taken to Ouray. 
Between 12 and 1 o'clock at night lynchers 
went to the Delmonico hotel, where Mike 
Cuddihee and wife and John Carroll were 
temporarily held in custody, overpowered 
Sheriff Rowles and his posse, and took the 
prisoners away. Cuddihee and wife pleaded 
for mercy, but as their ears had ever been 
deaf to the pleadings of mercy from littta 
Rose as the merciless lash and other weapons 
of torture had been applied to her, so the 
vigilantes closed their ears to the cries of the 
prisoners. 
They were taken outside of the 
town limits, where the woman w as hanged to 
the ridge-pole of a house, while her husband 
was strung to the limb of a tree on the oppo­ 
site side of the road. 
The work was quietly 
and neatly done. 
A part of the vigilantes 
took Carroll in a buggy and followed a dif­ 
ferent direction and threatened him with 
lynching, but 
it 
was 
found 
that 
he 
was 
not 
at 
Cuddihee's at 
the 
time 
of the 
merciless treatment of the 
lit­ 
tle girl. 
When Cuddibee and wife were 
taken from the hotel two brothers aud a 
brother-in-law were present heavily armed, 
but dared not defend them. 
The RL Rev. 
Bishop Machebeauf, of the Catholic church 
in this city, received a telegram from friends 
in On ray denouncing the lynching, and de­ 
claring that the Cuddihee family were re­ 
spectable ¡«eople and hitherto al>ove suspicion 
of such a deed as is cha reed m iiw t. them.
